These were 
the exact characteristics Ms. Bennett, the principal, was looking for when she 
recommended Ms. Dinkins for the Department Chairperson position. The department 
thrived as she and her teachers developed strategies and approaches to help students 
become better readers, writers and critical thinkers.
